The bill n o w au to matically beco mes law an d 
will sp en d $228,000,000 abo v e the bu dg et esti­ 
mates o f the Presiden t, with $103,000,000 g o in g 
to v eteran s an d $125,000,000 to federal emp lo y es. 
On e q u estio n mo st n atu rally raised, is the o n e 
as to the so u rce o f all this mo n ey . The Presi­ 
den t declared in his v eto messag e that it wo u ld 
be n ecessary to take the mo n ey fro m relief fu n ds, 
an d that he wo u ld n o t co n sen t to additio n al 
tax es. 
Ho wev er, the mere fact that he will n o t co n ­ 
sen t to additio n al tax es, do es n o t mean that co n ­ 
g ress will heed it. They failed to heed him in 
p assin g it o v er his v eto , an d it is lo g ical to be­ 
liev e that co n g ress will dev ise so me fo rm o f tax a­ 
tio n an d p ro ceed to p ass it o v er an o ther v eto , if 
n ecessary .

FOR 4 PRIL ARE 
BEING PREPARED 


T p o m P a c t O u r . - 
th e civil works pay roll freq uent­ 
ly was more th an $1,500,000 a 
week; wh ereas th e allotment fof* 
relief during th e month of April 
is $1,300,000. 
Aims of th e th ree divisions of 
th e program were set forth as 
follows: **<1) 
A plan of work 
wh ereby employ ment 
sufficient 
to earn money for th e necessi­ 
ties of life will be 
made avail­ 
able, so far as possible, to one 
employ able member of a family 
eligible for relief, eq ual consid­ 
eration being given needy wom­ 
en with needy men; th is to be 
a suppement to th e direct relief 
program under way , and to be 
carried on mainly in cities and 
towns of over 5,000 populations; 
(2) A special program for agri­ 
cultural areas and smaller towns, 
designed to restore relief families* 
to 
a 
state 
of 
independence 
th rough re-establish ing th em or 
establish ing th em for th e first 
time pn small areas on wh ich 
th ey may produce a large part of 
th eir necessities, 
and coupling 
th is with a limited work program 
to give such families opportuni­ 
ty to earn th e small amount of 
cash th ey will 
need annually ; 
and (3) A program of reh abili­ 
tation for ‘stranded’ groups, I. 
E., large groups formerly earning 
livelih ood from an industry , wh o 
face th e possibility of not being 
able again to earn th eir living in 
such industry and wh o th erefore 
need to be re-establish ed in some 
oth er locality , or in some oth er 
manner.** 
Organizing its program, 
th e 
commission classified 
as urban 
areas 65 counties h aving cities of 
5,000 or more population, or in­ 
dustrial areas, in wh ich works 
programs may be operated. Farm 
and small town areas of th ese 
counties, and th e oth er 27 coun­ 
ties, are classified as rural dis­ 
tricts. 
Th e counties classified as in­ 
dustrial are. Lake, Porter, M ar­ 
sh all, Fulton, Kosciusko, Tippe­ 
canoe, Cass, LaPorte, St. Joseph ,

For th e works programs, in 
th ese urban areas, during th e 
first few month s th er6 will be a 
standard six -h our work day with 
a work week of 18 h ours for un­ 
skilled workers. For skilled and 
semi-skilled employ es th e work­ 
ing time will be a minimum of 
30 h ours a month . Wages are to 
be at th e local prevailing rates, 
but not less th an 30 cents 
an 
h our. 
Members of th e 
commission 
said all its funds, ex cept th ose 
req uired by special federal proj­ 
ects or req uired by th e proved 
need of any locality to supple­ 
m ent 
direct relief 
pay ments, 
probably will be needed for th e 
pay ment of case wages on th e 
urban work program and for th e 
rural reh abilitation program. In 
general, th erefore, th e townsh ips 
will h ave to finance, with out h elp 
fom th e state commission, all re­ 
lief for cases not provided for in 
th e urban and rural programs. 


CONGRESS NOW 
FACES J OB OF 
MORE REVENUE 


F r o m P a g e O n e 
Vice President Garner brough t 
ch eers, sh outs and applause from 
th e crowded galleries. 
Despite 
warnings from th e ch air th ere 
h ad 
been 
previous 
outbursts 
both on th e senate floor and th e 
crowds above. 
Wash ington received th e news 
with some ex citement. It m eant 
th at $26 ,000,000 ex tra would be 
given federal employ ees between 
now and July 1, part of it retro­ 
active until February 1. In ad­ 
dition 
to th is five 
per cent 
restoration of th e government 
pay cut, anoth er five per cent 
adding anoth er $126 ,000,000 will 
go into effect July 1. 
Much of 
th is money will be spent in th e 
capital. 
While official Washington lis­ 
tened for Mr. Roosev elt's answer, 
it recalled that he had declared 
the bill went $228,000,000 beyond 
his budget estimates with no 


provision as to h ow th is sum 
would be obtained. 
In h is veto message h e in­ 
veigh ed ch iefly against th e prin­ 
ciple of a veterans’ “service pen­ 
sion.” Th is h e said th e bill set 
up for Spanish -American War 
veterans. He h ad objected also 
to th e provisions restoring 29 ,- 
000 World War veterans to th e 
rolls at 75 per cent of th eir for­ 
mer compensation with out re­ 
view of th eir cases to determine 
if th e disabilities were of serv­ 
ice origin. 
Observers found much to talk 
about on th e possible political 
repercussions of th e vote. Th ey 
were try ing to decide wh eth er 
th e 29 Democrats in th e senate 
and 210 in th e h ouse wh o voted 
against th e President h ad more 
to gain by supporting th e more 
liberal veterans’ provisions th an 
to lose by going against th e 


President at a time wh en con­ 
fidence in h im was th e ch ief 
battle cry of th e administration. 
Much will be h eard on both 
sides in th e coming congression­ 
al primaries and elections. 
A roar of laugh ter broke out 
both from th e floor and th e gal­ 
leries wh en Senator Robinson, 
Indiana Republican, said th at so 
far as h e was concerned th ere 
was “not a scintilla of evidence 
of politics in th is.” 
Wh en q uiet was restored h e 
ex plained th at h e didn’t care 
wh eth er veterans were Republi­ 
cans or Democrats, th at h e was 
“simply figh ting for th em all.” 
Th ere was complete silence 
wh en Carter Glass, th e Virginia 
Democrat wh o h as opposed th e 
money policies of th e President, 
took th e floor. 
He declared th e President was 
correct in vetoing th e bill, and 


th at h e h ad never wavered from 
th e principles h e th ough t righ t | 
in h is dealings with th e veter- • 
an s’ q uestion. 
Th en, 
h is 
voice 
trembling,! 
Glass said h e h ad two boy s 
“Over Th ere.” He added: 
“I’d disinh erit th em if th ey 
ever accepted a dollar from th e 
government alth ough th ey were 
in th e front line trench es.” 
Th e veteran Pat Harrison <D.,j 
Miss.) summed up th e political 
side of th e situation as h e saw 1 
it with a plea to th e senate not: 
to “endanger prosperity and de­ 
stroy th e President’s influence” 
by voting to override th e veto. 
Senator Cutting <R., N. M.), 
Senator Robinson <R., Ind.) and 
Steiwer <f&, Ore.) led th e figh t 
for over-riding th e veto. Th ey 
contended th e veterans’ review 
boards did not deal fairly with 
j 
veterans, and th at th e Presi­ 


dent’s action in restoring 
th em 
to 
th e 
rolls 
pending 
review 
would, 
under ex isting regula­ 
tions, mean th at th ey all would 
be stricken off again. 
Senators Cutting and 
Costigan 
<D„ Colo.) asserted 
th e Presi­ 
dent’s leadersh ip was not in­ 
volved; th at Mr. Roosevelt was 
doing h is duty as h e saw it and 
senators were doing th eir 
duty 
as th ey sawr it. 
In a few words, th e bill th at is 
mow law, th e President’s veto 
notwith standing, 
provides 
for 
permanent restoration to th e 
compensation rolls, at 
75 
per 
cent of th eir pre-economy act 
benefits, of 
29 ,000 World war 
veterans wh ose disabilities were 
presumed to h ave h ad service 
origin, but wh o were taken from 
th e rolls after March 20, 19 33, 
because th ey could not prove 
th at.
